UGUST IS ‘THE DATE SET BY 

Adolf Hitler for the subjugation of Great 
Britain and his entry in state into the City 
of London, His troops “captured” Paris one 
day ahead of schedule; he has followed the 
time table with uncanny accuracy. And he | 
may try his long-advertised Blitzkrieg on the 
British Isles while’ the tides are in his favor 
and fog a possible ally between now and next 
Friday—_ttthe-Nazi-high-eommand does not 
utilize.this week's meteorological advantages, 
however, the elements may not be as propiti- 
ous again until next year. 

We have long ceased to be surprised at 
anything Hitler does or may do He has | 
shown an utter disregard for life and mater- 
jal so long as he is able to persuade the Ger- | 
man people he Is still gaining visible advan- 
tages. But he has reached a stage -which 
must be taxing the vivid imagination of the 
Herr Doktor Goebbels; the daily and nightly 
raids of the Royal Air Force over dozens of 
vital indugfrial and armament cen in 
Germany must be having their effect on the 
people of the Reich as well as on the military 
establishments so mercilessly bombed by the 
Empire's flying men. Huge fires in the 
Ruhr district, at Hamburg and Bremen, and 
in other parts of the Fatherland, will scarcely 
be accepted by the populace as pyrotechnic 
displays to celebrate further- Nazi victories 
against wicked Britain 

It is well, however, that Prime Minister 
Churchill warned the people of the British 
Isles on Saturday to discount : 
postponement of the German invasion. Nor | 
should it be forgotten that unless Hitler takes 
the plunge, and takes it quickly and success- 
fully, his stock in those countries which at 
present tremble when he shakes his fist will 
deteriorate at once—as it will after he has 
tasted the.stuff of which Britain is made 
when she fs on her own with her family.

“The civilian populace of Bel- 
gium, Holland and Flanders was 
used by the German military gen- 
ius precisely as women and chil 
dren are used "by savage tribes, 
to be driven ahead of the advan 
cing troops.”

He told how the Germans 30
